Introductory. — T]w  interest  in  the  Fanners'  Chautauqua,  which  was  originated,  den- 
ized and  inaii<rurated  jn  Warren  County,  Kentucky,  last  Summer,  is  growing  in  every  sec- 
tion <»t  the  country.  The  movement  is  regarded  as  a  new  idea,  and  is  recei\ini^  favorable 
and  extensive  coninicndation  tlirinitdi  the  press  of  the  country.  Many  of  tlie  leading  maga- 
zines are  givin<r  extensive  ]inhlirity  tu  this  movement  for  rural  uplift,  aiul  are  recommend- 
in.ii-  it  to  other  conununitics.  Steps  are  heinu"  taken  in  otiter  states  to  hohl  Farmers'  Chau- 
tauijuas  in  many  counties.  A  hiru'e  numher  ai'  counties  in  Kentucky  are  makim:"  their  ar- 
ran^t'mcnt>  to  hohl  Cliautau(|uas  (hirin^:-  the  ajipi'nacliini;-  Summer.  This  jtamphh't  is  pul»- 
lished  witli  a  view  to  *rivin,u-  infoi'mation  coucernin--  the  Farmers*  Chauiautiua  idea,  and  to  be 
used  as  a  suggestive  guide  to  those  communities  which  contemphite  hoUling  Chautauquas.

General  Statement. — Four  Cliautauquas,  l)eginiiing  on  Sunday  morning  and  closing 
Wednesday  evening,  five  one  day  Chautauquas,  and  a  greater  Warren  County  Conven- 
tion, were  held  in  Warren  County.  All  of  the  Cliautauquas  were  held  in  the  center  of  rural 
communities  from  eight  to  fifteen  miles  from  any  city,  and  the  greater  Warren  County 
Convention  was  held  on  Xormal  Heights  in  the  city  of  Bowling  Green.  The  Chautauquas 
were  carried  to  the  doors  of  the  people  of  the  rural  communities.  The  movement  was  non- 
political  and  non-sectarian.  It  was  inaugurated  for  no  other  purpose  except  to  ci^te  the  at- 
mosphere of  good  citizensliip,  and  to  improve  tiie  moral,  intellectual  and  industrial  life  of

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the  iH'o])]*'.  It  was.  in  one  seii.se,  a  Fanners'  School  where  all  of  the  }>eople — ^the  old  and  the 
viiiin^.  the  Ixtys  and  the  girls — attended  and  studied  tlie  problems  of  the  community  and  par- 
tit  ipated  in  the  programs.  It  was  announced  and  emphasized  tliat  there  would  be  no  public 
dinners,  but  all  were  urged  to  bring  their  individual  lunches  or  their  family  dinners  with 
them,  and  spend  the  entire  day  at  the  Chautauqua  grounds.  Tliia  method  relieved  the  commu- 
nity of  the  abuses  and  hardships  that  frequently  characterize  public  dinners,  and  gave  the 
women  a  chance  to  be  present  fit  all  of  the  meetings  and  study  questions  concerning  their 
welfare. 

Local  Committees. — Nothing  is  more  important  foir  the  success  of  the  Chautauqua 
than  the  selection  and  the  work  of  good  local  committees,  A  committee  of  men  and  a  com- 
mittee of  women,  composed  of  the  citizens  who  lived  in  the  community  where  each  Chautau- 
qua  was  held,  were  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  local  affairs  and  to  work  out  the  de- 
tails. These  committees  took  an  active  leadership  in  organizinjr  tlie  eoinnmnity,  in  cre- 
ating public  interest,  and  in  assuming  the  responsibility  for  discipline  and  the  management

of  the  grounds.  They  presented  the  Chautauqua  proposition  to  the  people  and  aroused  a 
local  interest.  These  committees  were  freely  consulted  by  the  Chautauqua  manager  in  the 
work  of  making  up  the  programs  and  in  selecting  the  different  subjects  to  be  discussed,  and 
by  the  local  people  who  were  to  participate  in  the  discussions.  Tliere  is  a  distinct  piece  of 
work  for  each  of  the  committees  to  do. 

The  Chautauqua  Manager. — The  Chautaucjua  will  not  succood  uidoss  there  is  at  the 
head  of  it,  a  strong  man  who  lias  liad  t\\]MM*ieii(  ('  in  the  handling  of  public  programs,  and 
has  a  keen  insight  into  luunan  nature,  lie  should  he  synipatliotic,  tactful,  resourceful  and 
have  a  knowledge  of  the  needs  of  the  people  where  lie  works,  lie  should  jtreside  or  desig- 
nate certain  persons  to  preside  at  all  of  the  programs.  He  should  take  the  leadershi})  in 
making  up  the  program,  and  in  devehtping  the  organization,  lie  should  he  a  gooil  si)eaker 
with  power  In  stimulate  faith  in  the  work  and  to  create  enthusiasm  among  the  ])eo])]e.

of  the  i)eoi»*le  romtio>in^-  the  roiniminity.  A  ureal  r(miiiuinity  is  one  that  grows.  It  grows 
luM-aus,'  it  has  the  nmtagiou  of  ^"ood  eiti/.eiiship :  heeause  it  is  itself  a  great  lesson  in  pro- 
oiv>>ivr  life:  hrrause  its  eiti/M'iis.  its  public  sentiment,  its  ideal  its  patriotism,  are  aggres- 
sivi-.  innral  and  just.  It  -lows  because  it  is  a  living,  growing  organism,  nourished  by  a 
spiritual  atmosphere,  a  spiritual  soil,  a  spiritual  sunshine  and  a  spiritual  shower.  It  grows 
fnr  tlK'  same  reason  that  the  tree  which  is  planted  by  the  Rivers  of  Water  grows.  The 
Farmers-  Cliautauqua  movement  recognizes  the  necessity  for  a  community  spirit,  and  seeks 
to  gne  ever\'  human  being  a  chance  to  live  and  to  grow.  It  believes  that  most  of  our 
troubles  are  inherent  in  the  individual,  and  that  the  masses  will  solve  their  own  problems 
and  establish  social  and  industrial  ^ciency,  when  they  experience  self-discovery,  feel  the 
sense  of  personal  responsibility,  and  realize  their  inexhaustible,  spiritual  and  material  op- 
portunities.   It  believes  that  the  people  do  not  need  money  so  much  as  "vision,  moral  and

luir-lhriual  -.timulatioir'  and  direi^tion,  not  only  concerning  things  spiritual,  but  things  ma- 
terial and  that  thr  development  of  the  commimity  ilepemb  more  upon  the  possession  of  in- 
iormatiou  and  ronstrnctivc  ideals  and  an  appreciation  of  our  opportunities,  than  upon  the 
pr,..e.<ion  of  dollars;  more  upon  an  improved  moral,  and  intellectual  effort,  than  upon 
an  improved  phv>ual  effort;  more  upon  a  day's  work  that  is  vitalized  by  mtelhvtual.  spir- 
itual and  phvsic^l  change  and  relaxation,  than  ui>on  physical  drudgeiy-a  dead  day's 
work  where  only  the  hand  and  body  are  brought  into  acticm  by  the  worker. 

The  Pr<«ram.— The  progi-ams  of  the  Chautauqua  were  hnilt  upon  the  needs  ot  the  .-om- 
munity  The  local  committees  were  asked  to  assist  in  sehvtinu  the  subjects  and  the  local 
speakers.  It  was  frequently  announced  l^efore  the  asscnd>ly,  that  the  entire  eomnuimty 
was  on  the  program,  and  all  were  urged  to  i>articipate  in  the  round-table  discussions.  1  hese 
round-table  discussions  caused  every  person  present  to  feel  that  he  was  on  the  pro-ram 
They  created  the  spirit  of  unity  among  the  i)e..i»le.  and  prompted  them  t..  ask  .pu'stions  and 
to  participate  in  the  discussions.   They  sthnulateil  a  study  ol  those  problems  that  the  peoi>4e 
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were  interested  in,  and  lead  to  conclusions  tliat  enabled  them  to  improve  their  efforts.  It 
frequently  happened  that  an  expert,  representing  some  department  of  rural  uplift,  would 
speak  for  twenty  or  thirty  minutes,  and  then  would  be  kept  busy  for  more  than  an  liour, 
answering  questions  that  were  asked  by  the  people  of  the  connnunity.  In  addition  to  regu- 
lar addresses,  deiiven  d  by  these  t  xpeits,  they  usually  led  the  round-table  discussions, 
with  short  talks,  and  then  called  on  evcrybiKly  to  ask  (piestions  and  to  participate  in  the 
discussions.  Kaeh  daily  session  was  opened  with  dev(»tional  exercises.  The  program  covered 
practically  all  of  the  matters  connected  with  the  development  of  country  life.  Tiie  religious 
life  of  the  comnniiiity.  household  economy,  education  and  the  consolidation  of  small  country 
schools,  practical  agriculture,  corn  culture,  hog  <!hoiera,  alfalfa,  dairying,  silos,  tiie  poultry

Demonstration  Work. — One  of  the  very  practii-al  piiases  of  the  Chautau<|ua  programs 
was  the  demonstration  work,  which  objectifie<l  many  of  the  ideas  presented  and  discussed 
by  the  lecturers  and  local  citizens  at  the  regular  sessions.  Concrete  facts  denionstratetl  to 
the  eye  are  al>sorl)e<l  by  the  average  individual  much  more  readily  tlian  ideas  put  in  the 
form  of  words  only.  It  is  because  of  this  fa<  t  that  the  demonstration  work  is  so  necessary 
a  part  of  the  Chautauqua  activities.  A  c*ertain  portion  of  each  day  was  set  apart  for  this 
work,  which,  because  of  the  variety  and  change  of  activity  it  affordetl,  proved  a  pleasant  as 
well  as  profitable  relaxation  in  the  day's  program.  At  one  time,  for  example,  a  Bal>coek 
milk  tester  was  «se<l  to  test  for  butter-fat  the  milk  of  a  cow  that  was  brought  to  the  grounds 
for  this  purpose;  at  another  time,  a  Domestic-Science  exiiert  demonstrated  the  l)est  nietfi-

These  exhiliits  nuiy  he  used  hv  the  owners  in  telling  the  people 
ahout  the  methoils  employed  in  securing  the  results.  Exhibits  from  the  home  and  kitchen 
may  also  he  nnnle. 

Stereopticon  Lectures. — The  stereopticon  was  extensively  used  during  the  l'hautau(]uas. 
Many  graphic  views,  showing  the  condition  that  existed  in  different  departments  of  life, 
were  thrown  u])on  the  canvas.  There  is  no  other  one  thing  that  is  more  instructive  or  that 
is  calculated  to  interest  the  people  more,  than  a  good  stereopticon  lecture.  The  people 
universally  appreciate  this  form  of  instruction  and  are  always  benefited  by  it.  The  moving 
picture  machine  is  now  so  perfected  that  it  can  be  used  in  the  rural  sections.  It  would  be 
a  splendid  idea,  whoever  practical,  to  make  use  of  this  machine  in  pres^ting  views  of  the 
work  that  has  been  accomplished  in  rural  uplift 

Condensed  Sncgestmie  Cenceraing  tbe  PreenuiL — Notibing  will  do  more  in  develop- 
ing a  nnity  of  spirit  and  a  community  interest  than  to  intersperse  the  program  with  special 
features.  This  can  be  done  without  interfering  with  the  regular  program  or  with  the  more 
serious  work  of  the  Chautauqua.  Thirty  minutes  used  daily  in  entertaining  the  people  will 
have  a  splendid  effect.  Local  talent  should  be  secured  for  tMs  purpose  whenever  avail- 
able.

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Eqttipment  and  Other  Things.— A  cool,  shady,  level  place  should  l)e  selected  for  tiie 
location  of  tlie  tent,  which  should  be  of  heavy  water-proof  material  made  on  the  push-pole 
phin  and  should  be  about  30  by  CO  feet  with  a  (^eveu-foot  deta<  lial>k*  curtain.  It  is  optional 
with  the  manaireinent  where  to  phiee  the  platfonii.  It  will  be  found,  liowever.  that  by  placing 
the  platform  at  the  end,  the  seats  can  be  arrani:vd  so  as  to  iune  a  narrow  aisle  on  either  side 
and  a  wide  aisle  in  the  center,  which  arrangement  ,i:ives  the  advanta.iiv  of  slretrhini^  wires 
on  three  center  poles  for  use  in  hauirini;'  pictures,  c.xliiitits,  etc.,  which  arc  thus  always  in 
view  of  the  audience  without  obstructing  tlie  \  iew  of  tlie  platform.  A  satisfaiMtry  seating 
arrangement  mav  l»e  had  i>y  having  by  S  tiottring  in  lengths  suitable  lo  the  aisles  and 
widtli  (tf  tlie  tent.  i»laccd  on  horses  of  the  same  material  IS  inches  high  with  legs  '2  by 
4  of  oak.  The  ])latfonu  to  be  snthi-iently  strong  lor  chairman,  speakers,  piano,  and  of 
e(iuii>nient.  shoubl  be  about  10  by  l'^  feet,  supported  by  three  horses  of  somewhat  heavier 
nuiterial  with  'I  by  s  flooring.  At  either  end  of  the  platform,  there  should  be  placed  two 
uprights  upon  which  may  be  stretched  a  stereopticon   curtain  arranged  with   pulleys  at

the  top  of  the  uprights  and  made  secure  along  the  bottom  of  the  platform.  This  arrange- 
ment enables  the  curtain  to  be  raised  and  lowered  in  a  few  seconds  of  time.  Three  hun- 
dred feet  of  ship  lap  and  100  feet  of  one  by  two  pine  strips  will  serve  as  excellent  material 
to  make  tables,  shelves,  bulletin  boards,  etc.,  for  demonstration  or  exhibits.  It  will  be 
found  advisable  to  have  at  least  100  folding  chairs  on  hand  to  \te  used  for  si>ecial  coniniittee 
meetings  and  at  lunch  time.  Five  or  six  ordinary  gravity  feed  gasoline  torches  will  be 
sufficient  for  lighting  the  imerior  of  the  tent  while  10  or  12  should  be  used  on  the  outside. 
Drinking  water  may  be  supplied  from  the  well  of  some  nearby  citizen  and  is  best  haukri 
two  barrels  at  a  time,  twice  a  day.  The  Chautauqua  grounds.  h(»wever.  may  be  lorate.l 
near  cn(m,irb  to  a  water  supply  to  make  it  unnecessary  tit  haid  it.  The  water  su}>i)ly  should 
be  tested  before  nsin^-  it.  Ice  ]>acked  in  bags  may  be  bron,i:itt  from  the  railroad  station  by 
the  automobiles  which  transport  the  passengers  with  no  additional  ctsi  for  its  t raiisporta- 
tion.

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leavin*;  the  place  of  supply  to  keep  out  duat.  Sanitary  paper  cups  should  be  used  or  in- 
dividuals furnish  their  own  cups.  Transportation  by  automobile  is  best  since  the 
Chautauqua  sites  are  usually  ten  to  twelve  miles  from  the  railroad.  Where  the  program  is 
made  up  of  local  talent,  those  taking  part  frequently  have  their  own  machines,  and,  in  many 
cases,  see  to  the  accommodation  of  the  outside  talent.  In  fact,  there  is  always  sufficient 
interest  manifested  in  the  Chautauqua  work  to  prompt  the  local  citizens  to  see  that  persons 
from  a  distance,  who  are  on  the  program,  have  transportation  to  the  Chautauqua  grounds ; 
but  in  all  cases,  the  nature  of  the  movement  will  make  special  arrangements  and  prices  easy. 
Frequently  a  price  of  fifty  cents  each,  per  trip,  may  be  made  for  a  distance  of  twelve  to 
fourteen  miles.  The  program,  as  far  as  possible,  should  be  arranged  in  such  a  way  as  to 
make  the  automobiles  making  the  trips  carry  a  full  load  going  and  coming.  A  <uva\\ 
tent  of  about  twelve  by  sixteen  feet,  equipped  with  a  coal  oil  stove,  dishes  and  cooking 
utensils,  and  eight  or  ten  folding  cots,  will  provide  ample  arrangements  for  any  peisons  who 
may  be  on  the  program  two  days  in  >;imes^;i()n  to  stay  over  night  on  the  grounds.  This 
will  bring  them  in  closer  e(nit;Kt  with  xhv  citizens  of  the  community,  and  will  elimi- 
nate transportation.  It  will  be  found  advisable  to  have  several  individuals  (tn  the 
grounds  all  of  the  time.  By  all  means,  arrangements  should  be  made  with  the  local  tele- 
phone companies  to  have  a  teleijhone  on  tlie  ground,  so  that  those  in  charge  nuiy  he  in  com- 
munication with  local  talent  and  foreign  talent  at  all  times.  The  tclc])Iione  i-oiiipanies 
are  usuallv  glad  to  install  them  without  charge.  In  case  the  Chautauciua  should  he  held  a 
short  distance  from  the  railroad,  it  may  he  advisahle  to  have  the  talent  conic  to  the  neari'st 
station  and  he  transportetl  in  an  antonuthile  which  may  he  kv\)\  <ni  the  grounds.  This  may 
be  done  at  a  nominal  i)ricc.  reduciui:  the  cost  of  ti-ans]nu-iaTion  considcndily.  In  case  oi' 
excessive  dust  ahout  the  ('hantaiH|iia  gi'ounds,  the  county  r(  ad  sprinkler  may  he  used  to  a 
great  advantage  if  it  can  he  liad  n.nvenicntly.  and  this  can  he  aiH-otiiplishcd  without  any 
expense  to  the  ( 'hautau^pia.  Two  loads  of  Mater  will  still  a  great  amount  of  dust.  Horses 
should  not  he  hitehed  within  lifty  yards  of  the  tent  ou  jiecount  of  the  tlics,  and 
autoMiol)iles  shoidd  he  ]»laced  some  distance  away  as  the  starting  of  nuiehines  may  inter- 
rujjt  the  ]>rogram.  A  lunch  stand,  })roperly  eonducted,  if  not  too  close  to  the  grounds,  is 
not  oi>jectionahle.  There  are  always  persons  in  every  community,  who  seek  tliis  privilege 
without  any  cost  to  the  Chautauqua  movement.  Two  Qr  three  boxes  about  three  feet  square 
with  a  placard  suggesting,  "Throw  trash  here,"  add  very  materially  to  the  cleanliness  and 
sanitation  of  the  place. 

The  One-Day  Chautauquiui. — Five  one-day  Chautauquas  were  held  in  Warren  County 
following  the  four  four-day  Chautauquas.  These  one-day  meetings  were  held  in  churches 
and  school  houses  in  sections  of  the  county  located  f urtherest  from  the  territory  where  the 
Chautauquas  had  been  held.  Throngs  of  people  attended  these  meetings.  The  buildings 
f  re<juently  were  not  large  enough  to  acccmunodate  the  crowds.  It  was  originally  the  plan  of 
the  management  to  have  fifteen  of  these  one-day  meetings  in  different  sections  of  the  coun- 
ty,  but  this  could  not  be  done  on  account  of  lack  of  time.  This  will  be  done,  howe\ cr.  in 
the  future.  Many  requests  have  already  been  made  for  the  one-day  Chautau(|uas.  These 
meetings  are  usually  held  on  Friday  or  Saturday.  The  program  was  rendered  in  the 
forenoon,  the  afternoon,  and  the  evening.  Individuals  and  families  brought  their  lunches 
and  dinners  with  them  and  s])ent  the  day  at  tlie  meeting. 

Attendance. — The  four-day  Chautauquas  ojiened  on  Sunday  morning  with  frcnii  .'JoO 
to  400  people  ])resent  am!  closed  on  Wednesday  evening  with  from  1,000  to  1,500  present. 
The  interest  and  the  crowds  grew  daily  until  tlie  close  of  the  meeting. 


AND  COUNTY  CONVENTION 
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The  Dinner  Hour. — One  of  the  main  purposes  of  the  Chautauqua  was  to  arouse  com- 
munity interest,  quicken  social  instincts,  and  foster  good  fellowship.  The  dinner  hour  proved 
a  successful  factor  in  this  phase  of  development.  Individual  and  family  dinners  were  fre- 
quently spread  together,  and  great  groups  of  people  gathered  around  one  table  in  the  spirit 
of  good  fellowship  and  partook  of  the  delicious  repast  furnished.  As  all  stood  around  the 
festive  board  discussing  the  valuable  hints  of  the  morning  program,  deducing  facts  of 
general  interest,  and  making  applications  to  the  sjiecial  prohlems  of  the  community,  it  was 
made  manifest  that  our  problem  is  our  neighbor's  problem^  and  tliat  we  are  one  people, 
making  for  the  geiuM-al  good. 

The  Human  Touch. — When  man  is  made  to  fee!  the  human  touch,  his  response  is  gen- 
uine. Farmers,  who  through  years  of  habit  had  neglected  to  cultivnlc  their  neighbors,  were 
heard  to  say  that  one  of  the  greatest  benetits  derived  from  the  ('haiitniHiiia.  was  the  pcrsimal 
contact  with  their  home  people.  At  each  meeting  were  large  groujfs  of  eager  men  and 
women,  who  pledged  themselves  to  dedicate  their  lime  and  etturts  to  the  work  of  building  uj) 
a  greater  conuminity.  and  *ere  the  last  camp  lire  of  the  Chautauqua  was  extinguished,  plans 
were  being  forniulated  to  better  conditions. 

The  Greater  Warren  County  Convention. — The  >erics  ot'  four  liural  ("hiiiiiaininas  of 
four  days  each,  folhtwcd  by  a  similar  series  of  five  one-day  ( ■haiilaiujuas  would  liave  been, 
tiiotigh  ctTectivc.  inrom])h'te.  willunit  some  gathering  to  tinify  the  woi-k  done  in  the  dillVrcnt 
sections  of  the  countv  to  crystallize,  to  some  extent,  the  ideas  taught  and  the  policy  devel- 
o])ed  at  the  Chautautiuas.  With  this  in  view,  a  (ireater  Warren  County  Convention  was  held 
in  Bowling  (irecn,  the  county  seat.  It  occurred  in  the  Fall  and  for  a  week  or  ten  days  pre- 
vious to  this  great  gathering  of  the  people,  committees  of  citizens  of  the  town  were  busy 
prej)aring  physical  and  intellectual  entertainments  for  the  thousands  who  were  to  meet  in 
one  nuiss  convention  in  a  spirit  of  a  Greater  Warren  County,  and  for  the  betterment  of  sodal 
and  industrial  conditions  in  the  county  as  a  whole.  It  is  rare,  if  it  has  ever  occurred  before 
in  the  history  of  our  country  that  a  city  of  12,000  populaticm  has  gotten  together  for  the 
entertainment  of  some  four  or  six  thousand  citizens  of  the  rural  community  round  about; 
yet  sufficient  funds  were  raised  with  practically  no  effort,  by  public  subscription  of  mer-

\ri  -uniei**nt  fund-  wer^-  rai-rd  with  praeiiealiy  no  etTort.  h\  puhlie  -ul'seripiion  ol  iner- 
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chants  and  individuals  of  the  town,  to  proyide  dinner  for  all  of  the  people,  from  both  towa 
and  county,  and  for  other  things  for  the  convenience  and  personal  comfort  of  all.  The 
crowd  gathered  on  Normal  Heights  early  in  the  morning  and  remained  (lin  ing  the  oiitir« 
day  and  hundreds  through  the  evening  session.  Bowling  (ireen  was  the  host  for  all  of 
the  rural  community  and  returned  some  of  the  hospitality  received  at  the  hands  of  the 
fanners  at  the  Chautauqua  uieetings.  The  comnumity  spirit  was  crystallized  into  a  pro- 
gram of  action  for  making  Warren  County  one  of  the  best  ])laL'es  on  earth  to  live.  The 
spirit  of  good  fellowsliip  and  unity  prevailed  everywhere.  Merchants,  farmers,  ministers, 
teachers,  tradesmen,  professional  men,  children,  okl  people,  ricli  and  ]>oor,  all  mingled  to- 
gether in  one  great  spirit  of  universal  democracy.  The  merchants.  proiV'ssional  men  and 
workers  in  other  occupations  served  tiie  dinner  and  acted  as  a  mmmiltcc  t(»  make  cvery- 
bodv  have  a  good  time.  Passing  through  the  grou}»s,  of  whi«'h  the  gi-cat  crowds  were  com- 
posed, one  couhl  hear  discussed  all  topics  of  civie.  religious.  indiisti-ial  and  social  interest, 
as  applied,  IK.'  only  Tn  the  uati<»n  and  State  at  large.  Imt  especially  to  Warren  County  and 
Warren  CniiUiv's  iniei-est.  At  nnou  wiien  the  crowd  gathered  around  the  table,  at  whicli 
was  served  hoiintifiilly  many  of  the  good  things,  in  whicli  the  land  is  so  fruitful,  nothing 
but  the  most  beautiful  spirit  [)revailed.  In  the  forenoon  and  the  afternoon  and  the  eve- 
ning, the  crowd  gathered  in  the  great  auditorium  and  weie  addressed  by  some  of  the 
greati'st  stM*akers  (tf  the  iiaiiou.  and  l)y  leading  men  of  the  city  and  county.  Two  hours 
of  the  })n»gram  of  the  mass  meeting  was  devoted  to  round  table  discussions  and  at  the  time 
of  closing  this  discussion  many  were  seeking  recognition  with  a  view  of  saying  something  or 
offering  a  suggestion  tliat  would  improve  the  life  of  the  county. 

At  the  close  of  this  meeting  that  developed  the  unification  of  the  different  sections  of 
the  county  and  a  closer  bond  between  the  city  of  Bowling  Green  and  the  county  of  War- 
ren, the  followii^  ringing  platform  to  be  carried  out  in  the  future  was  adopted  in  the  con- 
vention with  enthusiasm  and  in  the  general  spirit  of  good  fellowship  without  a  dissenting 
voice. 


A  Declaration  of  Principles 


Tliir?  ('<'iiV(*iitioii.  composfd  of  tliousiinds  cif 
repreaentativf  citizeiH  ef  W  arren  County,  assem- 
bled this  (lay  in  her  eai)it;i!  rity.  is  the  culmination 
of  a  series  of  rural  yatlierin^s  recently  held  by 
the  farmers  in  various  sections  of  this  county;  it 
ia  intended  to  be  for  the  county  as  a  whole,  what 
the  loeal  gatherings  were  to  th<'  re-peetive  t'om- 
munitie^;  anU  it  is  desired  tu  mo»t  earnestly  ap- 
plaud the  work  that  has  been  done  in  the  past,  and, 
looking  to  the  future  witli  hroad  view  and  clear 
vision,  to  build  iu  justice,  in  wisdom,  and  in 
genuine  progres»ivene«s,  a  truly  Greater  VSTarren 
County. 

In-pired  by  these  considerations,  we  deem  it 
not  inai>i»ropi  iate  to  declare  to  the  world  the  fol- 
lowing declaration  of  principles  and  suggestions 
of  policy,  wliicli.  it  is  hoped,  may  l>e  acceptable  to, 
«aa  adopted  iu.  the  great  body  of  our  people  ir-^ 
xvspeetive  of  residence,  creed,  or  party. 

I. 

Moral  rectitude  and  religious  eonvietlon  are 

the  fitundation-  upon  wliii-h  rest  th.-  hi-tin^  hap- 
piness aud  true  prosperity  of  all  tiie  jwople.  We 


lielieve  in.  aud  will  give  >upport  to.  every  agency 
that  has  for  its  aim  the  development  of  the  re- 
ligious and  moral  life  of  the  people, — having^  a 
special  concern  for  those  isolated  eommvttltles 
where  the  need  i«  greatest. 

IT. 

We  do  not  minimize  material  development  and 
a  proper  utilization  of  the  means  which  God  in 
His  wi-doui  iia^  placed  at  our  (li-.posal  and  for  our 
use;  hut.  we  believe  tliat  far  more  tliau  the  mere 
acquisition  of  wealtli  we  need  vision,  moral  4Wid 
intellectual  stimulation  and  direction. 

The  development  of  our  county  and  our  State 
depends  primarily  upon  the  eitizen  as  a  finit.  No 
country,  as  a  v^ole,  can  rise  higher  than  the  in* 
dividuals  who'"*pompo8e  its  citizenship.  It  there- 
fore foUows  iiie\itably.  that  we  will  havi-  a  Greater 
Warren  C  ounty,  and  a  greater  Kentucky,  when  the 
units  which  compose  the  htass  cateh  the  true 
vi'-ioM.  and  become  inspirei!  witli  high  ideals,  noble 
purposes,  moral  courage,  intellectual  rectitude,  aud 
the  spirit  of  a  generous  rivalry  in  the  contest  of 
life.— coupled  with  flia  abiding  6»ith  in  the  brother- 
liood  of  man.

A  Greater  Warren  County  will  be  an  accoui- 
plished  fact,  when  each  of  us,  who  compose  its 

cilizenshi]'.  gives  to  the  county  a  busy,  lionorable 
and  useful  lite  in  whatsoever  vocatiou  we  are  en- 
gaged,— whether  that  be  the  building  of  a  home, 
following  the  plow,  ttccupying  the  puljiit,  teaching 
a  school,  conducting  business  enterprises,  expound- 
ing the  law,  practicing  medicine,  or  any  oth^ 
honorable  Held  of  activity.  _  ^  , 

Ihe  same  liorizon  girths  ns  all  alike  and,  it  I8 
the  duty  of  all  alike,  from  the  i)easant  iit  the  Held, 
to  the  pbilosoplier  in  his  study,  to  lift  up  jus  eyes, 
catch  the  vision  and  gaze  as  far  a«  his  sight  can 
reacli. 

We  hold  tliat  the  foregoing  truths  are  funda- 
mental. But,  to  be  more  practical  and  apecirtc.  we 
venture  to  leeouiniejid  that  every  citizen  of  War- 
ren County,  to  the  limit  of  his  aliility,  place  books 
in  his  home  and  in  the  hands  of  liis  children;  that 
every  citi/eii  of  Warren  County  who  tloes  not  do  so 
now^  subscribe  for  one  or  more  of  his  county 
papers,  a  leading  magazine,  and  agricultural-  edu- 
cational, or  religions  juiblicatitm,  one  of  the  great 
Kentucky  dailies  or  weeklies,  and  such  other  pub- 
lieations  as  he  can  afford,— to  ttiC  end  that  he  may 
keep  abreast  with  tlie  movements  of  the  world, 
and  know  the  vital  living  questions  which  tlie 
world  is  daily  discussing  and  endeavoring  to  si>lve. 

The  man  who  does  not  read,  because  lie  does 
not  have  time  to  read,  must  learn  that  the  reason 
he  does  not  liave  time  to  read,  is  hecau^e  he  d'tes 
not  read.  Jt  will  cost  but  a  tritle  lor  every  man 
to  jnoeure  such  literature.  B«t  it  will  pay  a 
thoUsaiKl  fold  upon  the  iiivestnicTit. 

As  tlie  maintenance  of  cair  institutions  depend, 
in  lai^e  measure,  upon  civic  righteousness,  and 
upon  an  nntcni]ded  and  unliought  exjtression  of  the 
popular  will  at  tlie  polls,  we  declare  it  to  be  the 
aolemn  and  imperative  duty  <rf  »H  gt>od  citizens, 
irrespective  of  jiarty.  color,  or  creed  to  preserve 
untainted  the  absolute  integrity  of  the  ballot;  and 
we  invoke  the  unselli-h  jiatriotism  .if  tlie  people 
to  set  its  face  untliuchiugl^'  against  the  vicious 
practice  of  buying  and  fuelling  the  elective  fran- 
chise and  raise  its  \ oiee.  in  no  uncertain  ttnie. 
against  a  vitiated  public  sentiment  which  condones 
this  crime  against  our  countr\'.  its  institutions, 
and  it>  law-. 

In  the  etiort  to  solve,  and  solve  correctly,  the 
problems  of  life  which  confront  us.  we  declare  in 
favor  of  tlie  wide-t  and  fullest  discussion.  Wo 
believe  in  the  eiliciency  of  just  criticism,  litit  we 
cannot  look  with  favor  u|Min  the  attitude  of  any 
man.  whose  purpose  in  life  is  to  tear  down  rather 
than  to  build  uj). — who  (»bstructs.  rather  than 
helps. — who  criticises  most  severely  but  offers  no 
remedy  for  tlie  evil  he  condemns, — ^and  who  is  dis- 
satistied  with  every  effort  made  by  others  to  up- 
lift his  fellows,  but  gives  no  suggestion  aud  lends 
no  aid  to  those  whose  effortjs  he  condemns.

The  ScliooN. — It  i-.  of  eourse.  a\ioniatie.  that 
tlie  cliild  of  to-day  wlio  is  in  the  sch(M)Is  is  the 
citlsen  iti  to-morrow  who  rules  the  country.  The 
fldiool  is  a  funilameiital  necessity.  Hy  it.  very 
llU'gety,  must  a  full-grown  eiiizen-liip  Im'  ohtaintMl. 
The  money  spent  upon  the  sduMtls  is  an  invest- 
ment, rather  than  a  tax.  Kvery  cliild  in  tlie  land 
is  entitled,  of  right,  to  an  opportunity  to  prepare 
for  his  lifewoik.  And  to  the  end-iJuit  tbia  work 
be  ««conipUsbed,  we  favor: 


1.  Modern  >choolhouses.  modern  eipiipment,  in- 
tellig^'ut  .--anitation. 

2.  \  itaiized  comses  of  study  which  offer  in- 
struction not  only  in  the  rudiments,  but,  wherever 
praetieable,  in  home-making,  agriculture,  manual 
training,  farm  me<^ianics,  conservation  of  soil  and 
energy,  and  such  other  tilings  along  these  line?  as 
will  make  the  -ehool  the  center  of  connnniiity  life. 
In  shortj  in  ilie  school  there  should  be  taught, — 
not  the  head  only,  but  the  Imnd  and  the  heart  as 
well:  not  the  hUtory  of  the  past  only,  but  the 
living  present  aud  the  inevitable  futures  as  well. 
There  should  be  taught, — not  scientiHcally.  not 
ilaboratelv.  i)erliaps,  but  fundameuUUy  there 
should  be  taugiit  the  simple  laws  of  sanitation  and 
hygiene,  the  simple  fact  that  lialf  o(  all  wlio  die. 
die  of  diseases  springing  from  pure  iguorauce  of 
the  laws  of  lu-alth  which  lie  right  u^wn  the  surface. 
Ami  there  ^liould  be  taught  lie-  -li-nily  of  lahor 
and  the  glory  of  independence.  Ami  we  think  the 
appeal  should  he  made  to  the  young  manhowd  and 
womanhood  of  the  country  to  •^tudy  nature  in  her 
own  haunts,  to  know  llie  tree  of  liu'  forest,  the 
flower  of  the  field,  the  bird  and  his  song,  and  to 
iinpre^^  tlitan  with  the  desire  to  stay  ujion  the 
farm  and  convert  the  liouie  there  into  a  >acred 
place,  and  not  to  be  tempted  away  troni  the  old 
r.M.f-tree  and  tiro-ide.  by  the  false  glitter  and  glare 
ut  c  i  t  \  lite,  witli  i  1 5  sua  res,  tem  pt  at  ions  and 
miserie-v. 

3.  Trained  teachers  in  every  school,  (lussessed 
of  chaiacter.  personality,  scholarship  and  a  vision 
broad  enougli  and  far-reaching  enough  to  under- 
stand  what  real  educatiou  means. 

4.  Consolidated  schools  wheresoever  practicable, 
a>  the  m()-«t  ellicient  means  of  creating  and  main- 
taining a  sclntol  such  as  is  alluded  to  above,  aud 
of  employing  teachers  wliose  broad  vision  can  see 
and  undei-taud.  the  real  problems  that  rest  Upon 
their  consciences  to  solve. 

IV. 

CSood  Roads. — G*wd  roads  Hke  g<MNl  seliooU  are 

fundamental  neces-iiies  for  4'ecnioniii-  ellii  ieney  and 
social  welfare.  I  hey  -.timulale  unit\  and  activity 
and  religious,  educational  and  industrial  pro^^re--. 
They  enhance  the  value  of  farm  lands;  tliey  facil- 
itate transportation  and  add  to  the  wealtli  of  hoth 
producer  and  consumer.  We  tiierefore  declare  that 
we  favor  all  proper  efforts  that  may  l>e  made  to 
build  and  maintain  gooti  roads  in  every  part  of 
the  county. 

V. 

We  call  attention  of  our  own  people  and  of  the 
woi  Id  to  tiie  fact  that  witliiii  liie  eitntines  of  this 
county  are  inexhaustible  quantities  of  a>  line 
building  stone  as  can  be  found  anywhere,  awaiting 
developnuMit.  We  unhesitatingly  advise  the  use  of 
tlii-  -tone  by  all  who  can  do  so.  and  will  lend 
what  aid  we  can  toward  the  e.xpausiou  of  this 
most  important  industry. 

VI. 

There  is  in  Warren  County  A  large  ar.a  es- 
pecially adapted  to  the  raising  of  fruits. — notwitb- 
standing  which  fact,  however,  not  enough  is  raised 
to  sujiply  the  bM-al  demand.  We  recommend  tliat 
every  farmer  whose  soil  ia  adapted  thereto^  to 
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jilant  a-  many  fruit  tn-e^  as  he  can  keep  proiKrly 
:^inayra.  ami'  that  in  certain  l»x-alitir>  ._n\-har<l> 
be  jiiaiited  for  commereiai  purposes,  believing  that 
this  investment  wonlil  prove  a  paying  one. 

A  few  yt*ar^  a^u  not  a  strawberry  wa>  -^liipped 
Irom  this  county,  ^ow  more  than  ."rlOOAHJO  wortli 
are  anmially  sent  to  foreign  markets;  which  is  a 
practical  denion^tiatinu  of  wliat  intelligent  culture 
and  real  co-operation  has  dune,  can  do,  and  \\  ill  do 
in  the  future. 

VII. 

Warren  County  is  essentially  an  a^rieuHural 
country.  Its  prosp^''ity  will  always  be  measured 
by  the  success  ami  pnl-«perity  of  the  farmer  who 
tills  the  soil.  He  is  the  county's  wealth  prcuUicer. 
His  ability  to  produce  depends  primarily  upon  two 
things. — first,  the  productivity  of  the  soil,  and  sec- 
ond, upon  the  methods  of  its  cultivation. 

There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  aeies  of  land  in 
the  Uniteil  States  whose  fertility  has  been  ex- 
hausted, and  they  have  l»-come  a baiuloned  lands. 
Why  is  tills  ^^o■/  Jlccause  their  owners  ilid  not 
preserve  the  soil. 

'I  liere  are  iainU  in  Europe  that  have  been  cul- 
tivated for  a  thousand  years,  and  they  are  as  good 
to-day  as  they  were  ten  centuries  a^'o.  Wliy  is 
this  so?  Because  tlie  owners  conserved  the  soil. 
To  the  «id  that  this  pitiless  waste  may  cease,  we 
reeonunend  diver>itied  farming. — that  every  few 
years  leguminous  crops  be  grown,  that  these  crops 
be  plowed  under,  or  cut  and  fed  to  stock  ou  the 
land:  that  every  [toninl  of  manure  he  carefully 
preserved  and  used  as  a  fertilizer;  tliat  tiie  soil's 
wants  be  carefully  ascertained  by  each  farmer  for 
liimsi-If.  an<i  that  his  soil  he  j-iveii  that  which  it 
rcipiircs.  whether  it  be  lime,  phosphate  or  any 
other  injiredient  whatsoever. 

As  tlie  raising'  and  feeding  of  sttK'k  is  one  of 
the  most  important  branches  of  farming  (to  which 
this  country  is  especially  adapted),  we  recommend 
that  additional  importu'nce  be  attached  to  this  in- 
dustry by  the  great  body  of  the  farmer.  And  to 
the  eiid  that  the  hc>t  re^nlts  be  obtained  and  the 
produce  of  the  farm  be  used  to  the  greatest  ad- 
^•antage.  we  recommend  to  the  consideration  of  the 
farming  cfimmunity  tlie  importance  of  hnihling 
silos, — which  will  enable  him  to  feed  more  cattle 
at  less  cost  than  any  other  system  ever  devised  for 
the  ntilimtion  of  provider. 

vni. 

We  are  not  luimiiuiful  of  the  fact,  that  in  every 
county  such  as  this  there  is  a  diversity  in  tiie 
soil  and  in  the  conditions  existing  in  the  various 
localities. — and.  as  a  consiMpience  no  indexible  rule 
can  be  or  should  he  laid  down  to  api)]y  to  all 
alike.  Imliviihnil  initiiitive  nuist  be  in\oked  to 
meet  inilividual  needs.  The  matter  of  practical 
application  of  general  principles  must  of  necessity 
vary  with  varying  conditions. 

Hut  there  is  one  thing  that  applits  to  all  alike, 
whether  they  be  dwellers  in  country,  town  or  city, 
and  that  is  the  call  to  every  man  to  do  all  that  in 
him  lies,  for  the  uplift  of  ids  county  and  the  bet- 
terment of  his  people, — whether  that  be  ttoeh  or 
Httle. 

In  this  call  for  united  effort,  and  cordial  and 
sympathetic  co-operation,  siglit  nuist  never  be  l<>st 
of  the  fact  that  the  hopes  and  the  fears  and  the 
future  destiny. — whether  for  weal  or  woe,  of  the 
city  of  Howling  Green  and  the  county  of  Warren 
are  indissolubly  linked  ami  bound  together-  The 


prosperity  of  the  one  means  the  prosperity  of  the 
otiier.  If  ilisaster  and  evil  befalls  the  t>ne.  it 
eijually  atfeets  the  other.  It  is  impossible  to  have 
a  prosperous  county, — rich  in  material  things,  rich 
in  nioial  wealth  and  an  educated  hand  and  brain 
and  heart,  without  tlie  city's  sharing  in  that  pros- 
perity. Likewise  it  is  impossible  to  have  a  grow- 
ing, prosperous  city,  tilled  with  a  splendidly 
equipped  citizenship'  without  the  eounty  sharing 
in  that  prosperity.  The  city  and  tlie  county  are 
married,  and  no  power  or  authority  on  this  earth 
can  ever  issue  a  decree  of  divorce  which  can  break 
the  bond  that  binds  them  together. 

And  so  it  is,  and  this  Convention  so  declares 
its  conviction  to  be  that  all  things,  along  the  line 
(d'  nnitei  ial  ilcvi  lopmeiit.  all  thin^is  alon;^  the  line 
of  moral  uplift,  religious  awakening,  and  educa- 
tional expansion,  are  possible  of  achie\ement  at 
the  hands  of  an  enthusiastic  and  united  citizen- 
ship. 

If  every  man  ami  woman  in  Warren  County 
will  determine  to  climb  as  high  as  their  strength 
will  carry  them  up  toward  the  mountain  top,  and 
will  cateii  the  vision  of  a  Creatcr  Warren  (.  onnty 
which  lies  beyond, — tilled  with  happy  homes 
around  which  the  flowers  bloom  and  encircling 
which  a  Wiivin;:  meadow  laml  and  fields  yielding 
an  abundant  liarvest  le-pnn^ive  to  tiie  touch  of 
intelligent  husbandry:  intersected  with  well-kei)t 
highways,  leailing  from  nei,::hhor  to  neighbor,  and 
from  ail  to  CJoii's  sancluaries,  dotted  with  school- 
hoiiscs.  crowded  with  aniliitious  pupils  follitwiiiii 
the  lead  (d'  consecrated  teachers.  If  every  man 
ami  woman  in  Warren  County  wHl  earnestly  and 
bonestlv  endeavor  to  do  their  utmost, — ^whether 
that  be  much  or  little,  toward  the  county's 
thorough  regeneration,  and  toward  spiritualizing 
endeavor,  and  tiie  eous,  r\  at  inn  as  well  as  the 
creation  of  wealth;  if  every  man  and  woman  in 
Warren  County  will  catch  the  true  s|)irit  of  co- 
operation, felh'tw  shij)  ;inil  a  kitnlly  interest  in  and 
love  fur  one  another,  then,  in  very  truth,  will  the 
dream  of  a  Greater  Warren  County  hv  iuWy  real- 
ized: and  the  urhi-v  counties  nf  this  state  will  see 
the  heights  on  which  we  stand,  and  will  gladly 
take  their  places  by  our  side, — and  thus,  from 
greater  comities  will  come  in  glory  and  iu  pride 
the  greater  Commonwealth. 

In  this  way.  and  in  this  way  alone,  can  these 
things  ever  be  accomplished. 

And  this  declaration  is  closed  with  thanks  to 
all  those  who  are  asscnil.h-d  here  to-day,  with 
thanks  for  the  spirit  of  goutlwill,  of  fellowship,  of 
neighborly  kindliness  and  love  which  has  made 
this  asseinbbi-r  a  jM.s^itiility :  an<l  with  greeting 
back  to  the  sph-ndid  manhood  and  womanhood  in 
the  country  which  made  so  successful  the  rural 
gatherings  which  haa  culminated  iu  tliis  Con- 
ventitm. 

Hut  we  bid  them  remember  that  the  work  has 
just  begun, — that  to  achieve  the  highest  results 
much  of  patient  labor  and  of  unselfish  and  pa- 
triotic sa<rinci  will  Ite  mini  red  nt  their  hands. 
Hut  we  be^  them,  however,  also  to  r;  member  that 
no  labor  they  may  undergo,  no  sacrilic  they  may 
make,  will  fail  to  be  rewanleil  an  hiimlred  fold  by 
the  success  that  will  crown  tiiem  at  the  end.

For  a  community  to  henjn  a  work  of  this  kind  and  then  cease  nil 
etlorts.  would  he  like  the  ciinduct  of  a  ]>iiysiciaii  called  t(»  set-  a  sick  man  who.  after  diai^- 
n))sinu"  the  case  and  otlerinu-  ouc  trcaliucnt  u'ocs  awav  to  return  after  a  vear  to  st-c  how  the 
patient  is  ^-ettin^'  alon;^.  'I'oo  much  of  our  woi'k  to  iuiproNe  life  is  siipcrlicia  1  and  spasmodic. 
While  the  work  of  stimulatiuLi'  a  communitv  must  he  laruclv  from  within,  it  does  not 
follow  that  outside  influences  cannot  be  em])lov(-d  t<»  an  a<lvanta;i'c.  There  is  already  grow- 
ing up  in  the  different  nciuhhorhoods  of  Warren  County  a  community  s]»irit.  an  atm<fs])here 
of  progress,  a  contagion  of  personality  that  is  becoming  a  leadersliip  that  will  accomplish 
the  purposes  of  tlie  Chautauqua  movement.  The  people  of  the  different  commimities  have 
already  gotten  t<^ether  and  are  asking  for  one-day  and  four-day  Chautauquas  and  for  lec- 
turers and  other  things  that  will  assist  them  in  working  out  their  problems.  Arrai^e- 
ments  are  now  being  made  to  hold  other  series  of  Chautauquas  during  the  a})proaching 
summer. 

Results  Obtained. — The  bene^ts  and  results  derived  from  the  Chautauquas  held  in 
Warren  County  last  sunmier  have  been  characterized  as  intensely  practical  and  far-reach- 
ing. Almost  every  person  who  attended  these  meetings  caught  a  larger  vision  of  life  and 
went  away  with  a  clearer  conceptioin  of  Ins  duty  in  playing  well  his  part  in  the  rural  uplift 
movement  and  with  definite  ideas  as  to  how  he  might  assist  in  the  work. 

The  practical  results  of  the  movement  are  evident  to  the  eye  of  the  visitor  in  all  parts 
of  the  county.  The  chief  purposes  of  the  movement  M-ere,  the  improvement  of  the  rtiral 
home,  the  installation  of  better  methods  of  farming  and  the  general  spiritual  uplift  of  the 
people.  Evidence  of  the  success  of  the  first  of  these  purposes  is  seen  in  the  many  wind- 
millsy  gasoline  engines,  and  water,  heating  and  lighting  plants  installed  in  many  homes  in 
the  county.  As  evidence  of  success  in  aehieviiiir  the  second  of  these  purposes,  one  has  hut 
to  notice  the  many  silos  that  are  erected  and  are  being  erected  all  over  the  county  and  the 
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teudencv  already  evident  to  adopt  the  various  ideas  advanced  as  to  better  methods  in 
farming,  stock  raising,  horticultuie,  etc  The  spiritual  uplift  of  the  people  evident  already 
on  every  hand  can  be  estimated  only  with  the  passing  years. 

One  great  movement  for  rural  uplift  has  taken  definite  form  among  the  people  of  the 
county.  An  effort  is  being  made  to  consoUdate  the  rural  schools  wh<  r.n  er  practicable 
Within  the  next  twelve  or  eighteen  months  two,  or  perhaps  three  spUndid  consolulated 
schools  are  likely  to  be  established  in  the  county  and  others  are  sure  to  follow  as  last  as 
the  conditions  make  such  a  movement  possible.  An  election  for  the  purpose  ot  issuing 
$300  000  in  bonds  to  bmld  a  modern  system  of  pikes  throughout  the  county,  will  he  held 
May  25th,  and  a  vigorous  campaign  is  now  being  carried  on  by  the  good  road  advocates  lu 

the  interest  of  the  cause,  .       ,       .  i 

In  all  of  the  communities  where  the  Chautau.iuas  were  held  there  have  l.ceu  lormeU 
Farmers-  C\uh-  the  purpose  of  which  is  to  put  into  elTcct  the  many  uleas  of  co-operative 
endeavor  that  they  have  receiscd,  and  to  carry  on  the  study  of  rural  problems.  In  one 
communitv  the  dub  has  a  memhershi]>  of  nearly  a  hundred  iarmei-s,  who  are  meeting  reg- 
ularlv  once  a  month.  These  clul)s  are  takin-  up  the  prv>positiou  of  liming  their  sods,  with 
the  iilea  of  ..-rowiic'-  Letter  clover  and  peas  and  huilding  their  soils,  and  they  have  already 
^ou.dit  .juautities  of  lime  on  the  co-operative  plan.  The  question  of  fertilizers  has  also 
been  -iven  s]>ecinl  attention  and  the  farmers  are  learning  to  buy  fertilizers  for  the  plant 

food  ratlier  than  hv  the  hraud. 

Everywhere  in  the  county  a  new  ideal  seems  to  prompt  rural  activity.  Farmers  are 
studyin.'  the  needs  of  their  soils  and  are  buying  such  fertilizers  as  they  think  thdr  soils 
reciuirer  I  hev  are  l>eginning  to  try  alfalfa  and  are  practicing  better  methods  of  getting 
c;tands  of  clover.  Thev  are  plowing  deei>er,  adopting  crop  rotati<m,  and  better  cultivation, 
Thev  are  beginning  to  build  a  large  number  of  sUos,  feedii^  more  stock,  and  b^inmng  to 
learii  the  value  of  manure  and  an  intelligent  systm  of  applying  it. 

Unquestionably  the  Chautauquas  will  add  a  large  amount  of  wealth  to  the  county  m 
the  future  in  the  increased  productivity  of  the  soil.  Since  it  is  a  weU-known  fact  that  pov-

The  State-Wide  Organization.— The  State  Department  of  Education,  The  State  Uni- 
versity including  its  Experimental  Station,  the  Eastern  and  Western  Xormal  SelH»<)ls.  tlie 
State  Department  of  (Tood  Eoads,  the  Xational  and  State  Deitartments  of  AgrieiiUnve, 
the  State  lioard  of  Healtli,  tiie  Louisville  I'ommen  ial  (.'luh,  the  Department  of  Rural 
School  Inspection,  the  Department  of  High  ScIkkj]  Ins]K'(tiofi.  and  other  institutions  aiul 
organizations,  have  formed  a  iMj-operative  association  to  iU)  extension  work  through  a  series 
*tf  Chautauquas.  which  will  be  conducted  in  dift'erent  counties  of  Kentucky  during  tlie  ap- 
proaching Summer. 

Arrangements  have  heeii  ma<le  hy  which  the  employment  of  expert  talent  can  he 
furnislied  without  any  ex])ense  to  the  county.  All  of  the  parties,  constituting  members  of 
this  association,  have  agree<l  to  assist  in  nmking  the  (liautauqua  movement  a  success  by 
furnishing  witlmut  cost  speakers  and  to  i\o  such  demonstration  work  as  may  be  needed 
from  time  to  time.  This  nujvement  is  not  only  a  good  thing  for  the  counties  wliere  the 
C'hautaiKjiias  will  be  held,  but  it  ofEers  the  institutions  and  organizations,  that  have  entered 
this  co-operative  eliort,  an  opportunity  to  reach  a  large  number  of  people  with  much  less 
ex}>i'nse  than  if  it  were  an  individual  effort.  The  heads  of  all  of  these  institutions  and 
departments  make  one  general  state-wide  committee  with  the  power  to  take  official  action  in 
all  matters  pertaining  to  the  scope  and  work  of  the  organization.

Expense -rn.ler  the  new  organization,  it  is  estimated  that  if  the  communities  where 
the  (  liauiaiuiuas  are  \o  be  held  will  provide  for  the  transportation  of  the  speakers  from 
the  nearest  railroad  station  to  the  Chautauqua  grounds,  a  four  days'  Chautauqua  can  be 
held  for  about  $125.  This  expense  may  be  reduced  a  little,  provided  the  communities  con- 
tribute voluntary  services  in  putting  up  the  tent,  in  arranging  the  seats,  and  m  worknng  out 
other  items  connected  with  the  Chautauqua  movement.  Many  rural  commumties  have  al- 
ready written  for  information,  and  are  mak-ing  their  arrangements  to  take  advantage  of 
the  uH  ortunities  offered  by  the  Chautauqua  organization.  Tliis  arrangement  makes  it 
possible  for  almost  any  community  to  Irnve  a  Chautauqua. 

The  Madison  County  Chautauquas.— Tliree  Chautauquas  were  held  in  Madison  (  oun- 
ty  following  those  held  in  Warren,  and  each  one  was  an  eminent  success.  Dr.  J,  0.  Crabi>e, 
President  of  the  Eastern  Kentucky  State  Normal  School,  had  charge  of  this  work.

A  New  Wrinkle  For  Rural  Uplift 

[Extracts  from  an  article  in  Collier's  Weekly  by  Ewing  Galloway.I 

'I'lu'  lU'ut'st  tliiiii;'  ill  ii'jiil  Ithuin.u'  for  tlu'  lU'w  i)i<)\ cnu'in  Towan!  ln'tU'i'  tuethofls  in 
fanning-,  was  <!inu'  in  Warn-n  Cnimty.  Keiilnckv.  Dr.  H.  TI.  CheiTy.  President  of  the  Stale 
Xorinal  School,  at  I>o\viiiii:-  nnn-n.  the  coiinty  seat,  coiiceivi'd  a  jthin  f(H'  Iioldinir  four 
foiir-davs*  Fanners"  ( 'liauTainjuas  at  ])oints  witliin  easy  reaeh  ot'  large  nuniluM's  of  country 
l)eople.  He  believed  that  if  Chautamiuas  for  tlie  entertainment  and  edification  of  the  gen- 
eral pul)iic  c(udd  be  hehl  in  towns  and  cities,  tlie  phm  coidd  be  use<l  successfully  as  a 
means  of  bringijig  fanners  and  farmers'  wives  and  cliildren  together  in  large  numbers  to 
listen  to  experts  on  rural  betterment  and  to  digeuss  with  one  another  the  problems  most  vital 
to  their  welfare. 

The  Chantauquas  were  begun  on  Sunday  mornings.  Prominent  ministers  from  Louis- 
ville and  Lexington,  the  principal  cities  of  the  State,  did  the  preaching  and  the  local  preach- 
ers were  present  at  the  meetings  and  engaged  in  round  table  discussions  of  the  problems 
of  the  country  as  a  force  for  the  general  rural  betterment. 

None  of  the  meetings  were  held  within  eleven  miles  of  Bowling  Green.  The  idea  was 
that  it  was  far  better  to  give  tlie  Chautauquas  a  genuine  rural  atmosphere.  It  was  a  case 
of  going  all  the  way  to  the  farmer  with  the  seientifie  instruction  he  was  supposed  to  need. 
The  attendance  exceeded  all  expectation. 

The  wcHnen  and  children  were  almost  as  deeply  interested  as  the  men.  Women, 
young  and  old,  listened  to  the  questions  on  household  problems  and  watched  closely  all  of 
the  demonstrations  in  Domestic  Science.  Tbe  instruction  was  elementary,  but  it  was 
just  wbat  most  of  the  women  wanted.  Special  talks  were  given  to  the  boys  and  girls. 
Since  the  Chautauquas  were  beld,  the  farmers  are  having  neighborhood  meetings  to  dis- 
cuss sncli  subjects  as  soil  fertilization,  rotation  of  crops,  co-operative  buying  of  farm  and 
household  supplies  and  the  consolidation  of  schools. 

A  Practical  Movement 

[Editorial  from  The  Courier- Journal.] 

Three  Farmers*  C'bautauijua  meetings  have  been  tiebl  in  Warren  County  this  year,  and 
a  further  meeting  is  to  be  held  about  the  middle  of  September.  Following  this  there  will 
be  a  Greater  Warren  County  Convention  in  Bowling  Green  some  time  in  October  or 
Xovember. 

At  the  Bowling  Green  Convention  an  effort  will  be  made  to  lay  out  a  constructive  pro- 
gram of  rural  betterment.  The  vanous  ideas  and  plans  which  have  been  advanced  at  the 
Chautauqua  meetings  will  be  taken  up  for  ccmsideration.  The  wheat  will  be  separated  from 
the  chaff  and  there  will  be  future  concert  of  action  along  lines  that  are  practical  and 
feasible. 

Warren  County  has  taken  the  lead  in  this  promising  movement.  There  is  reason  to 
believe  that  it  will  be  productive  of  much  good,  not  only  in  that  particular  locality,  but  all 
over  the  State,  since  it  has  created  wide-spread  interest.    It  is  manifestly  meritorious, 
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.inco  il  represents  a  most  effa^ual  medium  Ihrougb  wln,-h  public  attention  may  be  directed 
to  local  sbort<-omin.^s  and  to  ways  and  means  of  general  improvement.  ^Disease  <^™«t  be 
,,,,tc<l  without  a  <liagnosis,  and  undesirable  conditions  eannet  be  matenally  imptwed  un- 
less there  is  a  complete  understanding  of  the  basic  trouble.

Among  the 
suggestions  along  this  line  are:  Soil  conservation,  diversilication  ol  crops,  expansion  of  tue 
fruit-growing  industry,  the  building  of  silos  an<l  the  larger  produ<-ti<m  ot  livestock. 

Attention  is  calle<l  to  tbe  eounty  s  resources  in  building  stone  and  the  importance  of 
doinir  all  that  can  be  done  for  the  furtherance  of  this  impoitant  industry. 

The  convention  .leclares  it  to  be  "the  solemn  and  imperative  duty  of  all  goml  citizens,

The  recommendation  is  made  that  every  citizen  of  the  county  place  books  m  his  home 
nnd  in  the  hands  of  his  children  ;  that  every  citizen  who  does  not  already  do  80,  subscribe  for 
oiu  ot  nio.v  of  his  ountv  papers,  a  leading  magazine,  an  agricultural,  educational  or  re- 
ligious ]mblieation,  one  of  the  great  Kentucky  dailies  or  weeklies,  and  such  other  publica- 
tions as  he  (  an  affonl— ^o  the  end  that  he  may  keep  abreast  with  the  movements  of  the 
world,  and  know  the  vital  living  questions  which  the  world  is  daily  discussing  and  endeav- 
oring to  solve."

The  ].lan  of  service  was  splendid  and  r.plete.    .lust  below 
the  serving  table  under  -l.)wim;-  cud)ers  a  do/,cn  or  moiv  cahlrons  of  hur-oo  simmered  and 
^vas  served"  fierv  hot  to  the  lum-ry  -nests.    In  the  cenlcr  <.r  the  hollow  s,,uare  forined  by 
the  huu-e  table'were  -athercl  the  si^rvin-  maids  and  serving  men:  some  handing  out  the 
tempting  viands,  while  others  ,-ar\e,l  upon  the  many  .areases.     During  the  hour  and  a 
half  or  fc^astin--.  Topmill.'r-s  Hand  reiidcre.l  delight ful  music  which  lent  enchantment  to 
the  seme.    .\s  the  hune-rv.  hut  joUv  throng  crowded  about  the  serving  table,  and  others 
were  regaiing-  the  inner 'man,  photographers  present  for  the  purijose  took  snap  shots  of 
tiie  guests.
